Owe of thefe Species of Rioters, that were efteem’d 
fuch great Offenders by the ancient Law, that they 
were not allow’d their Clergy, were called Dep pulatores 
agrorum, which the Lord Coéé in his third Inititute of 
the Laws of England, defines to be thofe that profrated 
or decay'd the Houjes of Habitation of the King’s People ; 
and the Reafon why fuch Offenders were not allowed 
their Clergy was, becaufe fach Outrages were looked 
upon as Acts of Holtility, which approached near to 
Rebellion, and might, in all likelinood, end in one 
at laft ; and indeed, there is no other Difference be- 
tween a Riot, or unlawful Affembly, and a Rebellion, 
but that the former is, when a Number of Perfons 
aflemble together in a warlike Manner, upon a private 
‘Quarrel, or to-pull down a particular Houfe or Inclo- 
fure only ; and the latter is, when they meet together, 
ſtho there be no great Number) upon an Intention to 
pull down Houfes or inclefures generally. And in the 
Reign of Charles the 2d. feveral Apprentices were by 
all the the Judges in England except one, judg'd guilty 
of High Treafon, for pulling down baudy Houſes, and 
execated accordingly ; or if any Number of Perfons 
aflemble together under Pretence to remove Counfellors, 
or againft any A@.of Parliament, or to redrefs Grie- 


vances, or to inhance Salaries and Wages, or to expel. 


Strangers, this is a levying of War and High Treafon, 
within the Statute made inthe-2sth Year of Edward 
the 3d ; for mothing can be more clear, than that ifany 
Perfons think themfelves aggrieved by any Law, or 
complain of any Oppreffion, or want any Relief in 


any particular Cafe that concerns the Publick, if they 


afiemble together in‘any Number, and endeavour by 
Force to redrefs themfelves, they are guilty of High 
Treafon, decaufe it isafuming tothemfelves the Royal 
Authority, and taking the Kings Power out of his 
Hands ; for no Government will endure that the Peo- 
ple thould'meet together to do Right to themfelves, and 
be Judges and Executioners at the fame Time. 

In. the Reign of Henry the Eighth, it was refolved 
by all the Judges of England, that ‘an Infurrection 
againft the Statute of Labourers, for increafing of Wages, 
was a Levying War againft the King; becaufe as the 


Lord Coke fays, it was generally againft the Law, and 
‘tae Offenders took upon them to reform the Statute, 


which they had no Right to do. 


In the 39th Year ot the Reign of Queen Elizabeth, 
feveral Perions were tried and executed for High Trea- 


fon, for con{piring to aflemble together to pull down 
Inclofures: They were Indicted on the Statute made’ in 
the 33th Year of her Reign, which declared, That 
during the-natural Life of Q) een Elizabeth, if any foould 


compafi, imagine, invent, devife or intend to levy War - 


againf ber Majefty, svithin this Realm or cwitbout, and 
the fame declare by Writing or Word, Esc. it foould be 
High Treafon, it is true, that Statute of the 13th of 


Elizabeth is expired, and a bare Confpiracy to aflem- 


ble to pull down Inclofures, would not now be High 
Treafon ; but then if the bare confpiring to do it was 
Treafon by that Act, the aétual pulling them down 
would be fo at this Time. 

In the Year 1675, a great Number of Weavers in 


and about London, being offended-at the Engine Looms, ° 


after Attempts made in Parliament and elfewhere to fup- 
prefs them, they agreed to rife and go from Houfe to 
‘Houfe to deftroy them :, In Purfuance of which, they 
afflembled themfelves in great Numbers at feveral dif- 
ferent Places, and broke open thofe Houfes where they 


fufpeéted fuch Engine Looms to be, and burnt all that 
they could find.

Riot may be improved intoa Rebellion, and therefore 
neceflary it was that a Law fhould be made to pre- 
vent the ——— — tumultuous Aſſemblies, or to 
diſperſe them they were met; and that, not only 
for the Security of the Crown, but alfo in Tenderne({s 
to the Subject, who might be unwarily drawn in to en- 
gage in fuch defperate Enterprizes, without confidering 
or knowing the Cenfequences ; by which Means many 
People might find themfelves involved in the Guilt of 
figb Treafor, who, perhaps, never intended any more 
than to commit a Riot, and which might be ma’e a 
very ill Ufe of in fome Reigns, and under fome Ad- 
tuiniftrations. But now by the Act that was made in 
the firft Year of his late Majefty, commonly called the 
Riot A@, there is no Poffibility of miftaking the Nature 
either of the Offence or the Punifhment ; both are feffi- 
ciently afcertained 5 fair Warning is to be given to the 
Rioters to depart peaceably to their Habitations, by a 
Proclamation in’ the King’s Name, read by a known 
Officer op Magiftrate 5. and the Rioters have an Hour’s 
Time given them to aifperfe after the reading fuch Pr 4 
clamation ; and that no Perfon ſhall be ignorant of this” 
Att, itexpreily requires that it thall be openly read. at

Anp by another A& of Parliament, made in the 
firft Year of Queen Mary, any Perfons, tothe Number 
of Twelve or ‘more, being aflembled together, that 
fhall unlawfully, and by their own Authority, intend 
or go about to chaage any of the Laws or Statutes of 
this Realm, or thall cut down Inclofures, or pull down 
Howfes, &c. and being commanded or required by the 
Sheriff, or any Juftice of Peace of the County, &c. 
by Proclamation in the Queen’s Name, to re pair to 


their Habitations or Places from whence they came, and 
yet thall comtinue together for the Space of an Hour 


afier fuch Command ‘or Requeft made by Proclama- 
tion, fuch continuing together, fhall be adjudged Fe- 
lons, and the Offenders fhall fuffer Death as Felons.
